Four pairs of groggy guppies 
the basis of a biology ex 
periment being conducted by

Kathy Love, Alta Loma High 
School sophomore 

Kathy started with four 
male-female combinations of 
guppies and placed them in 
solutions Of aspirin, testose- 
rone, a common tranquilizer 
and water. 

When the first set of off- 
spring came along, she noted 


that something interesting was 





happening — the numbers of 
offspring were low, and they 
were born too soon. Also, she 


further noted that they started 
to die at an age of three 
weeks. None lived longer than 
three months 

This fascinated Kathy, and 
now she is beginning a more 
detailed study the three 
chemicals. She is growing gup- 
pies in nine tanks located in 
the science resource Center at 
the school 


Eight of the

nine tanks con- 


tain various concentrations of 
the chemicals, and the ninth 
holds pure wate: 


She hopes to find out what 


concentrations cause the re 
sults she noted in her first ex 
periment. Then she will at- 


tempt to find out what organs 
of the tiny fish are being dis- 
trubed by the chemicals

vidual experiments Kathy ar-
